ment back from the bureau¬ 
crats and their cronies. All 
this is in the face of ah 
obscene surplus. 

Because of this suiplus, 
(and I’m sure the people of 
California remember one 
year ago when the politi¬ 
cians lied to them and said 
o.ur surplus did not even ap¬ 
proach $1 billion), no belt- 
tightening has taken place. 
Scattered cutting of services 
tc scare people, but no 
across the board belt-tlgh- 
tenirvg or cutting of frivo¬ 
lous programs and duplica¬ 
ting services has tak e n 
place. 

We have been waiting for 
a realistic policy to imple¬ 
ment 13, and we are still 
waiting. It's time once again 
to show the poliiict a .n s 
v/ho’s boss. It’s time we pay 
only for essential services, 
rather than the services the 
politicians want to give ?is. 

The (California State In¬ 
come Tax has beerii growing 
in recent years at double 
the rate property taxes were 
prior to Proposition 13. Cur¬ 
rently, the p>ersonal income 
tax produces $4.8 billion. In 
1982-83, if we conitinue on 
this same spiral, the income 
tax burden will be over $9 
billion. 

Let me give you an ex¬ 
ample of what is happening. 
In the four years interval 
between 1974 and 1978 tax 
collections on personal in¬ 
come increased 89 per cent 
while personal income it- 
.self has increased only 54 
per cent. 

Young people and those 
who work at low paying 
jobs arc especially hard hit 
by our current income tax 
.system. If a person now 
earning $12,0(X) a year re¬ 
ceives a raise to $14,000 a 
year, this person will have 
a 100 per cent increase in 
his income taxes! If he 
earns $20,000 and gets a ten 
per cent raise, he’ll get a tax 
increase of 20 per cent and 
be moved to a higher brac¬ 
ket. 

Right now in California, if 
a person gets a ten per cent 
increase in income, he’ll get 
get a 14 to 17 per cent in¬ 
creased tax liability to go 
along with it. 

An important item to re¬ 
member is the effect that 
government caused inflation 
has on our income aitd on 
taxes. 

Inflation is prim a r i 1 y 
caused by gover n m e n t 
spending. It’s cruel to Cali¬ 
fornia taxpayers to receive 
a raise w’hich barely keeps 
up with the government 
caused inflation and have a 
good chunk of that raise go 
hack to the bureaucrats in a 
vicious cycle which continues 
to fuel this fire of inf la 
tion. 

Inflation is caused by ex¬ 
cessive government spend¬ 
ing — and the best way to 
limit government speiiding, 
and holding down inflation, 
is not to give government 
so much money in the first 
place! 

All these factors bring me 
to now announce a plan for 
an initiative which I will 
ask the people of California 
to place on the June 1980 
ballot 


Essentially, the plan will, 
effective January 1, 1981:* 

1. Cut the personal income 
tax 50 per cent. 

2. Fully index the income 
tax to the Consumer Price 
Index. (Current index is 
CPI minus 3 per cent>. 

3. Eliminate the business 
Inventory tax. 

4. Freeze the sales tax at 
current levels. 

Approval of this program 
will cut taxes approximately 
$2.6 billion in 1981 — less 
than our current surplus af¬ 
ter the bail-out. it will leave 
us a prudent surplus and 
will force the politicians to 
do what they have been 
avoiidng doing -—cutting the 
fat and tightening govern¬ 
ment operations. 

The crystal ball whicli 
many financial forecasters 
use is often very cloudy. 
Everyone said Proposition 
13 would cut property taxes 
$7 billion — it now appears 
to be less than $5 billion. 
They said the budget sur¬ 
plus was $1 billion — it’s 
now approaching $8 billion. 
I think it’s time to stop fore¬ 
casting and to start being 
realistic. The hard budget 
figures show us collecting 
more money than we need 
for more government than 
we want. 

♦Even after a reduction of 
the personal income tax by 
50 per cent and the full in¬ 
dexing of this tax, the per- 
so-nal income tax should still 
yield roughly $4.5 billion in 
1982-83 and grow by an 
amount eq,uivalent to the an¬ 
nual growth in California 
personal income thereafter. 
Since the Legislative Ana¬ 
lyst is projecting State Gen¬ 
eral Fund income for 1982- 
83 at $24.5 billion, the cut 
of $4.5 billion would repre¬ 
sent a cut of 18.4 per cent. 

The one-dimensional reve¬ 
nue Impact in 1982-83 would 
be as follows: 

$4.5 billion personal in¬ 
come tax, plus $3 billion 
property tax (inventories) 
total, $4.8 billiorv. 

Total state and local ex¬ 
penditures in 1982-83 could 
total roughly $40 billion. 
(Compopnding 10 per cent 
growdh on base of $30 bil¬ 
liorv in: 1979-80). The total 
revenqe loss of $4.8 billion 
represents about 12 ner cent 
of the total. Overall econo- 
mis stimulation result! n g 
from the tax cuts could re¬ 
duce the revenue loss by a 
very substantial percentage, 
thereby further reducing the 
revenue impact. The resul¬ 
tant cut could be as low as 
.seven to 9 per cent of total 
projected expenditur e s in 
1982-83, well within the abi¬ 
lity of government to ad¬ 
just through greater econo¬ 
mies and efficierveies and 
elimination of low priority 
programs.

A move Is afoot to rebuild or to raze entirely San 
Quentin Prison. “Why?”, you ask. Are the walis fallL-ig 
down? Are prisoners escaping through, the cracks? Is some 
danger posad to the community or to the prison staff oi 
inmates? Ir you answered “no” to each of these q-ues- 
tlons, then you are right. San Quentin suffers from nothing 
but the “uglies." The liberal California penologi.sts who 
run our correctional institutions consider it to be a wart 
on the face of contemporary penology. 

It Is proposed by the Department of Corrections to 
demolish San Quentin not because of any .structural de¬ 
ficiency or security problem, but because of a deep-seaiod 
hatred among lenient liberals of what the Instituticm 
stands for. And it is precisely because of what the insti- 
tutioai stands for that it should be utilized and properiy 
maintained. What is the symbolism attributed to San 
Quentin? Punishment lor criminal acts. That’s it, pure 
and simple. 

San Quentin is a massive granite structure that houses 
over 2,400 inmates. California’s toughest killers and gang¬ 
sters are sent there, and those sentenced to death are 
executed at that institution. It is a no-nonsense place 
which has a.s its principal objec.lve the punishment of 
criminals and the protection of the public by keeping the 
cTiminal locked up. At one time the inmate populatian 
wliiU'd away their hours by making small rocks out of 
big ones. At San Quentin tlie convict knows wliy he is 
there and is reminded by the austere atmosphere that it 
is unpleasant to be in pri.son — t“ven though the prison s 
management no longer insists on daily toil and allows 

the inmates their own T.V. 

In contrast to San Quentin, tliere are other institution.s 
in California, inspired by liberal penologists, which are 
built in .sUQii’ a way that they do not resemble places of 
confinement, or are even callod prisons. lndee<l. sr)me look 
very much like a college campus. The California Men’s 
C-orrec-tional Facility at Chino is a prime example. There, 
inmates have no cells, no bars, no guard towers. In their 
placx? are found swimming pools, tennis courts, a golf 
course, and playing fields for the Inmates to divert them- 
.selves if they are bttred from watching T.V. It is such a 
pleasurable atmospliere that life within Chino is better 
than What it is outside for some people. This fact was 
recognized by the Legislature when discussion took place 
on a bill to .send juvenile offenders to prison for half a 
day to Impress upon them the undesirability of prison 
life. It was specifically sugges ed that prisons such as 
Chino not be Included in the program lest the Juveniles 
come away with the idea that prison is a comfortable and 
pleasant place to be. 

San Quentin is an eyesore to lenient liberal penolo¬ 
gists, who wish to place California in the vanguard of the 
liberal penological movement. This effort is stymied .so 
long as San Quen.in and FoLsom PrLsons lemain a vital 
part of the California Correctional Sy.stem. By way of 
background, those are the same liberals who have brought 
you our .safe .streets, crime free parks, and lower insurance 
premiums on theft They are the same ones who have es¬ 
poused, and translated into policy, the notion that im 
prisorunent is for reform rather than punishment. Any¬ 
thing that smacked of punishment was viewed as not 
only antiquated, but anathema. Some of us attribute tlieir 
efforts to the cf^llne in public safe y. 

At a time wheel crime i* reaching epidt*mic propor¬ 
tions. it seems ridiculous and counter-productive to destroy 
an ins Itution like San Quentin, which, so clearly oxpreases 
tlie concep that the purpose of imprisonment for crime is 
puni.shment What we desperately need today is not milder 
-troa ment of the criminal. Tearing down San Quentin and 
replacing it with several small prisons a la Chino Is a 
step backward. It’s time we .started impressing upon the 
criminal that crime means a trip to the crow bar motel 
whore every day they can cavort around the rock pile. 
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After Prop. 13!

As a result, more in¬ 
come taxes have been paid to federal and state govern¬ 
ments and billions in property tax savings have gdiie 
out of the state to large companies and absentee land- 
lord-s.

Did lan.dlords lower renU as a result 
of decreased property taxes? How has Proposition 13 af 
fected local jurisdictions?
